Two Hundred Refugee* Stranded In 
H eart of Blazing Forest-— Flam es Cut 


Wide Swath In Michigan. 


Detroit, Mich., July 13 —Reports re­ 
ceived here from northern Ontario 
say that at least thirty lives have been 
lost at Porcupine as a result of the 
forest fires. Many others have been 
injured. 
A hospital train is now on the way 
from Iroquois Falls. It is believed the 
casualties 
wiii 
number 
hundreds. 
Three bodies had been found in the 
ruins of the villages of Au Sable and 
Osoeda, which were destroyed by for­ 
est fires. One of the bodies was that of 
Samuel Rosenthal, a tailor, and the 
other two were so badly charred aa to 
be beyond identification. 
Slate Fire Warden Oats received as­ 
port* at Lansing of fires near Onon- 
way, Millersburg, northwest of Ros­ 
common and in Antrim county, but 
said that the telegraphic reports from 
his deputies did not indicate that any 
communities were menaced at pres­ 
ent. 
Oates said, however, that rain was 
sadly needed throughout the entire 
tippier section of the lower peninsula. 
200 Refugees In Train W reck. 
Express train No. 2 on the Temis- 
kamiug A Northern Ontario railroad 
was wrecked 172 miles north of North 
Bay, Ont., near Seskinka, in the heart 
of the forest fires zone. It carried 200 
refugees from the fires. 
Reports concerning the village of 
I.a Rocque are conflicting. From Bay 
city comes the communication that 
La Roque escaped the flames, white 
from Cheboygan comes a report that 
two lives were lost there. 
Towns along the Detroit A Macki­ 
nac railroad from Posen, in Presque 
Isle county, to Onoway, in Cheboygan, 
«uffered 
considerable 
damage, 
but 
many towns that were reported burn­ 
ing are now reported safe These in­ 
dude Lewiston, Turner and Alger. 
Six towns between Alpena and Che­ 
boygan that were thought to be threat- 
ened with destruction, suffered seri­ 
ous losses when the forest fires In­ 
vaded their precincts. 
At Metz, the scene of a great fa­ 
tality of the forest fires of 1908, I 
great pile of bark was destroyed atte. 
burning for twelve hours and serious­ 
ly threatening the village. 
At Millersburg the Gardner Peter­ 
man mill aud thirty-one houses were 
destroyed. At Onaway the section of 
the village known as Frenchtown was 
razed At Tower the Detroit & Macki­ 
naw freight house, twenty houses and 
thirty freight cars were burned. 
La Roque and Posen are also re­ 
ported to have sustained severe losses. 
Quartermaster General W. G. Hog 
ens. of the state militia, has made hur­ 
ried preparations at Ionising to for­ 
ward a supply of tents to Oscoda to 
give temporary shelter to the homeless 
people there. Many of the Au Sable 
and Oscoda refugees, however, were 
taken to East Tawas on a relief train 
and to Port Huron on the steamer 
Niko.

Prisoner Arrested In Philadelphia As­ 
serts That He W as Paid by Men 
Accused In Los Angeles Explosion. 


Philadelphia, July 13.—“ I am the 
man who sold the dynamite to Mc­ 
Namara to blow up the Times build­ 
ing, in Los Angeles, last October," said 
Charles Bock, thirty years old, of 118 
East Ninety-first 
street, New York 
< ity, while telling the story of his life 
to a chant e acquaintance in the court 
of quarter sessions. 
A few minutes 
later he was placed under arrest and 
taken 
before 
Captain of Detectives 
Solider. 
A breathless man rushed into the 
captain's office, saying: 
"I have just been talking to a man 
down in the courtroom who says that 
he was implicated in the dynamiting 
of a newspaper office In California.” 
Alter hearing the particulars of the 
alleged confession, the captain sent 
Detective 
McDermott down to the 
courtroom to investigate. McDermott 
then took a chair near the man and 
finally drew 
him 
into conversation 
concerning the Los Angeles horror. 
According to the detective, Bock said: 
“The labor people are not giving me 
enotigii money and I am getting tired 
of it. I was employed by builders and 
had charge of the shed in which the 
dynamite was stored. Shortly liefore 
the Times building was blown up I 
stole a quantity of dynamite and sold 
it to McNamara. They paid me money 
and agreed to keep me, hut they have 
not been coming across strong enough 
of late. I was also mixed up in the 
trouble at Boise City, for which Harry 
Orchard almost had his neck stretch­ 
ed.'’ 
Detective 
McDermott agreed whh 
Bock that he was receiving 
rather 
rough 
treatment and sugested that 
they leave the courtroom and take a 
walk. Ile then led his unsuspecting 
"friend” into Hie office of the captain 
ot detectives. 
When told that he was under arrest 
Bo<-k at once declared.that all of his 
statements regarding hts knowledge 
of the Los Angeles explosion were 
false. 
He 
appeared to tie greatly 
shocked when he discovered that his 
confident was a detei tive. 
“I was Just ‘Joshing’’ the fellow," lie 
insisted. 
"I was never in California 
In my life.” 
Captain 
Bonder, however, decided 
that Bock’s “Joshing’’ would bear In­ 
vestigation and he locked him up.

W arm ly Defends “Dollar Diplomacy" 


as Means of Extending American 


Trade— Reads Some Oid Letters. 


Washington, July 13.—A heavy tax 
on the dowries of American brides in 
international marriages, “so that the 
penurious but titled fortune hunters 
might secure but a small moiety of the 
price the bride pays him for a name 
which he himself dishonors by thus 
putting it up at auction to the highest 
bidder,” was suggested by Representa­ 
tive Kahn, of California, in the house 
as a means to stop alliances between 
American heiresses and “broken down 
foreign noblemen.” 
Mr. Kahn came warmly to the de­ 
ft ase of “dollar diplomacy,” however, 
and his speech was in answer to au 
attach by Representative Henry, of 
Texas, a week ago. Declaring that at 
no time in the his ory of the republic 
“have the American ambassadors, or 
ministers to foreign courts, been less 
obsequious, dressed in simpler clothes 
and resorted to leas finesse and chi­ 
cane" than now. Mr. Kahn paid trib 
Ute to the late John Hay, to Elibu 
Root and to Philander 0 Knox. 
He dwelt upon “the brilliant and 
successful efforts” of Secretary Knox 
to extend American trade, “and his 
pioneer work in making American di­ 
plomacy an intense and world wide 
vigilant promotion of the interests of 
Hie American people.” 
The speaker insisted that Benjamin 
Franklin and other ministers of his 
time were paid proportionately higher 
salaries than present day diplomats. 
Mr. Kahn read a number of com­ 
munications received at the state da­ 
na rtment a century or more ago. Silas 
Dean, Representative Kahn said, wrote 
home from France to the Continental 
congress requesting 
that some pro­ 
ducts of the colonies lie forwarded to 
h m to be given to Queen Marie An 
toilette to secure her royal influence. 
Hete it his letter as read by Mr. 
Kahn: 


Gifts to Secure Royal Favor. 
“De< ember 31, 1776.—The queen is 
fond of parade, and I believe wishes 
for war and is our friend. She loves 
riding on horseback. Could you send 
me u tine Narragansett horse or two? 
The money would be well laid out. 
Kitten houses aviary, or Arnold's col­ 
lection of insects, a phaeton of Anteri- 
< an make and a pair of bay horses, a 
few barrels of apples, walnuts, cran­ 
berries, 
butternuts, 
etc., 
would 
be 
st eat curiosities” 
Representative Kahn remarked that 
Mr. Henry had decreed the tact that 
mer. of large means are invatiably se 
iected to All responsible diplomatic 
posts abroad 
“Prom the very outset,” said Mr 
Kahn, “the pay to our representatives 
abroad has been entirely inadequate 
and at every period of our country’s 
history the men who have represented 
us on diplomatic missions have been 
compelled to use their private means 
in order to maintain the dignity of 
thetr positions and to uphold the honor 
of their country.” 
Replying to Representative 
Kahn, 
Mr Henry said it was “not the polite 
formality, but 
the vulgar 
extrava 
gam es into which this country has 
rushed in diplomatic affairs of which 
he complained. 
Continuing, Mr. Henry said: “Am­ 
bassador Reid's vice regal state in 
london is not typical of the American 
government." 
Mr 
Henry said he “would rather 
this government should never send an­ 
omer representative to Berlin thau to 
take orders from the German govern­ 
ment as to what is to tie the sine 
qua non of a diplomat there.”
